‘A growing disposition to relinquish 
the detail work of the city govern- 
maent into the hands of the commis- 
Sioners has been apparent at recent 
meeting of the city council. The 
Board of Commissioners is now. com- 
plete and the Aldermen appear dispos- 
ed, to clear themselves from the rou- 
tine of bisiness which occupies time 
and delays progress at nearly every 
meeting. No ciearly defined boundary 
has yet been drawn by lawi or fact 
between the 


“legislative” duties of 


the, council and the executive powers # 
of the commissioners. Many of the 
Aidermén: have said that they do not 
clearly understood how far the juris- 
diction of the Commissioners goes 
and between what is commonly 
acknowledged 
Aldermanic 


Which may 


business requiring 
consideration and that 

without breach of 
the spirit of the charter, he left for 
disposal by the Commissioners lies an 
unexplored territory upon which the 
council is now progressi: ig by easy 
stages and fixing mile posts of prece- 
dent to delineate the sphere of duty 
of the respective bodies. With ‘the 
Commissioners it is a cuse of “free- 
dom slowly brooding down from pre- 
eedent to prec 


The bounds not having:-been fixed, 
in the judgement of ¢1 \idermen at 
Jeast, by th charter he ordjn- 
ary course would have been to fix 
these arbitrarily and clearly ai in 
early meetiny of the new council. But 


to define the duties of the 


Com mis- 
sioners it was claimed was beyond 
the jurisdiction of the council. The 


charter it was thought 
upon these executive offici 
powers which the council could noi 
Jimit and just what those 
were and how far they extended the 
Aldermen were not prepared to say 
off hand. Could this have been done 
the municipal machinery would have 
beengot into full operation sooner but 
perhaps it is more in keeping with 
the historic evolution of British gov- 
ernment to allow the rule ‘to grow 
out of custom rather than originate 
ip a resolution, 

One of the questions on which the 
council remain yet in the dark is 
how to get rid of the inconsequential 
correspondence which cumbers their 
efforts at every meeting. The pres- 
cribeéd hours of regular meetings are 
from & ‘p.m. to 11 p.m. and only by 
the suspension of a set of rules can 
a session be protracted from one to 
two hours at every session are occu- 
pied) in listening to letters.: Of these 
a large number are invariably of so 
fittle importance that a motion that 
they be ‘filed covers the case, while 
fully two-thirds conlid be answered by 
the Commissioners without endanger- 
ing the city’s welfare or encroaching 
om the time of the council. But how 
to select that two-thirds without 
having the whole budget read is the 
sticker. The countil is wot prepared 
to appoint a eensor to select which 
of the communications are of suffi- 
cient importance to come before ithe 
council and which may safely be en- 
trusted to a,ciity official. It is per 
haps well that this is so as cirgum- 
stances might arise witen the suppres- 
sion of a letter, the withholding of 
information contained therein or an 
erronecus answer thereto might seri- 
pusly interfere with the purely “legis- 
lature” functions of the council. The 
fetter basket is the channel of com- 
munication between the 
body and the public and any interfer- 
ence with it by an appointed official 
would not be taken kindly. Hence 
while the council chafe at the waste 
of time no satisfactory means of 
avoiding it has been found to ~
